JOSEPHINE BAKER NAMED 
LABOR DEPARTMENT 


Appointment of Dr. S. Josephine 
Baker, of New York, as Consulting 
Director in £ta/ternity and Infancy 
and Child Hygiene of the Children’s 
Bureau of the U. S. Department 
of Labor is announced by Grace 
Abbott, Chief of the Bureau. 
Dr. Baker is known as one of 
the formost authoriies in the nation 
in the field off child work. Her 
resignation last spring from the 
position of Director of the Bureau 
of Child Hygiene of the New York 
City Department of Health, came 
after twenty years of pioneer work 
for the welfare of the mothers and 
babies of New York, during the 
infant mortality rate in New York 
was reduced to 75, little more than 
live births to 75, little more than 
hair the former rate. 
Dr. Baker organized the Child 
Hygiene Division of the New York 
City Health Department in 1908. 
At 
that 
time 
it 
was 
the first 
bureau of its kind to be established 
in the United St ates, and it also 
antedated 
the 
Children’s Bureau. 
Since then nearly every State has 
established such a bureau or divi­ 
sion. 
Dr. Parker’s work, through the 
Children’s Bureau, for the mothers 
and babies of the nation, will lie 


chiefly in advice in the determin­ 
ation of policies and the planning 
of wark, and in yriting of reports,
